Harbormaster Lorri Gib¬ 
bons walked away happy 
from Tuesday night’s 
Community Preservation 
Committee meeting.

Special Ed funding back in the spotlight

It might come as a surprise 
to see the special education 
stabilization fund back on 
the Annual Town Meeting 
Warrant. After all, the fund 
was just created at last year’s 
Annual Town Meeting and 
has only had money in it 
since Special Town Meeting 
in November. 

Year-over-year increase 
in special education spend¬ 
ing can range from less 
than $50,000 to more than 
$400,000. The addition or 
subtraction of one student 
needing special accommo¬ 
dations can have a dramatic 
impact on the budget. The 
stabilization fund was created 
to help offset this volatility. 

It seems that great minds 
think alike, because now the 
state has conceived the Munic¬ 
ipal Modernization Art, which 
allows towns to set up funds 
like this under certain criteria. 
After running the idea by other 
committees, including Advi¬ 
sory, the School Committee 


determined that it made the 
most sense to convert die sta¬ 
bilization fund to fit the Act’s 
guidelines. 

The key difference is that 
the Atl will allow funds to be 
applied to unexpected spe¬ 
cial education costs by vote 
of the Board of Selectmen 
and School Committee rather 
than requiring a Town Meet¬ 
ing vote. 

In the past, because schools 
are legally required to provide 
special education services, 
those funds had to be taken 
from somewhere else in the 
budget to cover costs until 
Town Meeting rolled around. 
This meant making sacrifices 
in the general education por¬ 
tion of the budget. The new 
Act will protect both general 
and special education services. 

The state is still working on 
the language for the Art, and 
the town can’t adopt it until 
that’s finished. But the article 
has nevertheless been drafted 
and placed on the Warrant in 
order to meet the inclusion 
deadline.

on the job. You should 
see the pride and sense of 
accomplishment in our 
workers' reactions every 
Friday when they receive 
their paycheck for work 
completed." 

Not all jobs under 
Launch 2 bring home a 
paycheck. Some sen e 
as voluntary and/or as 
unpaid internships. But all 
work carried out by the 12 
to 14 men and women in 
the program is designed to 
foster self-confidence and 
self-worth. 

Headquartered in the 
Old Ship Parish Center in 
Hingham Square, Launch 
2 is a work program for 
individuals with dis¬ 
abilities pertaining to 
intellectual development 
and those in the autism 
spectrum. 

All a mandatory 22 years 
or older, when they are 
no longer in high school, 
workers are offered a com¬ 
prehensive daily schedule 
of activities at local organi¬ 
zations or businesses. 

Travel training, learning 
culinary arts and many 
other areas based on the 
individual s needs, skills 
or interests are touched 
upon. 

Travel training is learn¬ 
ing the transportation 
system, navigating the 
routes taken by buses, 
trains, trolleys, etc. The 
Launch 2 participants 
(referred to as ‘consumers’ 
by the commonwealth) 
live at home and are 
driven by family members 
to the parish center each 
weekday for the program, 
which adheres to a 9 
a.m. to 3 p.m. schedule 
year-round. 

Consumers put their 
culinary skills to good 
use when working in the 
respective kitchens of 
the Hingham Council on 
Aging and Glastonbury 
Abbey. 

When Launch 2 pro¬ 
gramming leads to 


consumers’ paychecks, 
the money is provided 
by South Shore Support 
Services. 

Based in Wey¬ 
mouth, South Shore 
Support Services derives a 
hefty portion of its money 
from an annual fundraiser 
at South Shore Country 
Club. Further, consumers 
are covered by insurance 
written by Mass. Health. 

Under the state’s Execu¬ 
tive Office of Health and 
Human Services, students 
in special education can 
access sendees from their 
community’s local schools 
until the age of 22. Upon 
reaching that age, they fall 
under sendees provided by 
the state. 

Meanwhile, McCord is 
thankful for the opportu¬ 
nity to operate out of the 
Old Ship Parish Center. 

“The selection of Hing¬ 
ham Square is crucial to 
our program’s philosophy 
and mission, which is to 
empower and encour¬ 
age self-determination by- 
accessing work and social 
opportunities in a truly 
community-based setting, 
said McCord, whose 35 
years as a special educa¬ 
tion teacher included 27 in 
the Seituate school system. 
“They’re in villages (i.e. 
Cohasset). They’re in town 
squares. They can walk 
out the door and be a part 
of the community right 
away." 

The location and blue¬ 
print of activities offered 
at the Hingham site are 
nearly identical to the 
Cohasset Village Launch 
1 program, with mem¬ 
bers able to access public 
transportation along with 
walking to local busi¬ 
nesses for social and work 
opportunities. 

“This work gives them 
a sense of identity and 
pride," McCord said. “They 
want to work - it’s their 
civil right to work - but 
they need training and job 
coaching and they need 
work environments that 
are receptive and willing 
to give these individuals

chances. They need to get 
their foot in the door." 

Helping to ease the way 
for the Launch 2 clients 
are McCord’s three job 
coaches, Joanne Mangone, 
Terence Broderick, and 
James Ford. 

“All of our consum¬ 
ers are accompanied by 
a one-on-one job coach, 
especially at the beginning 
of employment, to ensure 
the client is completing 
his or her job in a thor¬ 
ough and timely manner," 
McCord said. 

“Many of our consum¬ 
ers should be considered 
non-traditional job seekers 
- non-traditional because 
the majority of our clients 
work only a few hours per 
week competitively spread 
across two or three days. 

McCord emphasized 
that small businesses get 
to experience “the benefit 
of our workers without 
incurring the full cost of 
employment. Our workers 
have the chance to intern 
in the position to develop 
their job skills and add to 
their resume. - 

The Department of 
Developmental Services 
(DDS) funds numerous 
programs such as Launch 
2. Advancements in help 
for those who need such 
services have been made 
just recently. 

“For decades," McCord 
said, “many of these 


individuals were placed in 
day programs in which the 
majority of their work was 
contained at the building 
location itself. It consisted 
of completing piece work 
like stuffing envelopes, 
separating dog bones 
into big and small pieces, 
taking three widgets to 
make one widget and put¬ 
ting them in a case. 

“But these individuals 
were capable of a lot more. 
Some bag groceries and 
grab carts. Some work in a 
restaurant." 

In June 2016, DDS 
ordered all sheltered Mass, 
workshops that offered 
piece work to individuals 
with disabilities to close 
and be replaced with com¬ 
munity-based day support 
(CBDS) programming. 

According to its Web 
site, DDS “is dedicated to 
creating, in partnership 
with others, innovative 
and genuine opportuni¬ 
ties for individuals with 
intellectual disabilities 
to participate fully and 
meaningfiilly in, and 
contribute to, their 
communities as valued 
members." 

By participating and 
training at a wide vari¬ 
ety of community-based 
training sites, Launch 
2 consumers are learn¬ 
ing the "soft skills" of the 
work. 

“Soft skills include being

on time, following a dress 
code, no use of cell phones, 
asking questions, commu¬ 
nicating with co-workers 
and, most important," 
McCord noted, “work¬ 
ing as independently as 
possible for as long as pos¬ 
sible following their job 
task list. Our consumers 
learn these skills through 
repetition." 

As the result of a suc¬ 
cessful pairing of worker 
and employer, Papa Gino’s 
on Route 3A in Cohas¬ 
set has hired a Launch 2 
client for six hours a week, 
comprising two three-hour 
days. 

The work involves main¬ 
tenance and some help 
in the kitchen (bagging 
fries, for example), and the 
restaurant pays the salary. 
That’s a prime example of 
the ultimate success story. 

At Village Greenery in 
Cohasset, a Launch 2 con¬ 
sumer performs such tasks 
as sweeping, dead-heading 
perennials, shelving, 
breaking down boxes... 
whatever needs to be done. 
“It’s non-paying," McCord 
said, “but the value lies in 
the skill sets learned." 

Launch 2 Is a small 
program, but similar to 
those of Friendship Home, 
Cardinal Cushing, Road to 
Responsibility, Arc of the

South Shore, New Eng¬ 
land Village, and South 
Shore Industries. We are 
vendors for the state. DDS 
feeds us tuitions and gives 
us referrals.” 

McCord’s program 
teaches resume skills, 
money skills, cooking 
skills, “glean skills for 
things we do out in the 
community but need 
more practice: setting 
tables, wrapping eating 
utensils in napkins, fold¬ 
ing laundry, sweeping or 
vacuuming. Those are 
things we could practice so 
that when we go out into 
the community we have 
stronger skills there." 

The following are some 
of Launch 2’s current part¬ 
ners: Glastonbury Abbey, 

St. Paul’s and St. John’s 
churches, South Shore 
Country Club, Hingham 
Council on Aging, South 
Shore Athletic Club, The 
Green Light, Papa Gino’s, 
Sub Galley/Pizza Galley, 
New England Wildlife 
Center, South Shore Sports 
Center, Village Greenery, 
Hingham Recreation 
Center, Hingham Public 
Library, South Shore Hos¬ 
pital. Harborview Center 
for Nursing & Rehabilita¬ 
tion, SG&D Insurance, 
and Weir River, Holly Hill 
and Booth Hill farms.

THE HOUSE AND SENATE: Beacon Hill Roll Call records the votes of 
local representatives on three roll calls from February 2. There were no roll 
calls in the House or Senate last week. 

All three roll calls are on proposed new rules to a package of rules under 
which the Legislature will operate in 2017-2018. 

CONFERENCE COMMITTEE REPORTS BY 5 PAL (H 2019) 

House 37-122, rejected a proposed new joint rule requiring that legislators 
receive a copy of any conference committee version of a bill by 5 p.m. on the 
day prior to voting on the bill. Current rules set the deadline at 8 p.m. Both 
rules prohibit the Legislature from voting on the bill prior to 1 p.m. the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

Supporters of the new rule said the 8 p.m. deadline gives members only 17 
hours to read and understand what are often long and complicated bills. 
They argued the 5 p.m. deadline would give legislators three more hours to 
read the measure. 

Opponents of the new rule said the 8 p.m. deadline has worked well for 
several years. 

(A “Yes” vote is for the 5 p.m. deadline. A “No” vote is against the 5 p.m. 
deadline and favors the current 8 p.m. one.)

REQUIRE ROLL CALL VOTES BY COMMITTEES AND POSTING ON 
WEBSITE (H 2019) 

House 38-121 rejected a proposed new joint role that would require that a 
roll call automatically be held on all bills acted upon by joint committees 
when the committee gives the measure a favorable or unfavorable report. 
Current rules only require a roll call if two members of the committee re¬ 
quest it. , 

The proposal also requires that the roll calls be posted on the Legislatures 
website within 48 hours. The current rule Ls vague and requires committee 
votes to be kept in the committees offices at the Statehouse and "be available 
for public inspection upon reasonable notice and during regular office 

Supporters of the new rule said giving legislators the option to ask for a roll 
call vote does not go far enough. They argued the new rule would simply 
give the public quick and easy access to the committee votes of their legisla¬ 
tors. They noted under current roles, a person must go to the Statehouse in 
Boston during regular business hours in order to obtain this information. 

Opponents of the new role said the current requirement that a roll call 
mU st be held if requested bv two members is sufficient and offers more flexi- 
biiity 

(A "Yes" vote is for requiring a roll call vote and posting the roll calls on the 
website. A "No" vote is against requiring and posting.)

MAKE TEXTS OF BILLS AVAILABLE (H 2017) 

House 34-124, rejected a proposed new House rale that would require 
typed, printed copies of each bill being considered by the House be made 
available to members when the bill is being considered by the House. Cur¬ 
rent roles allow the speaker of the House to determine the format of the bills. 

Supporters of the new role said that currently a single copy of the bill is 
kept in a small metal box, commonly called "the can," on the rostrum and 
made available to 160 members before a House session begins. They noted 
that once the session gets underway, rank and file members are restricted 
from having access to the rostrum and can’t see amendments and later ver¬ 
sions of the bill. They argued that this system is impractical and results in 
many representatives not having an up-to-date copy of the bill or amend¬ 
ment that is being debated. They noted that somerimes later versions of the 
bill are not available online.

I Under Massachusetts law,

1 against the forced sale of an 
'individual’s primary resi¬ 
dence to satisfy unsecured 
[debt up to $500,000. 
j “Protecting one’s primary 
; residence is a key objective 
'for all homeowners,” said 
i O’Donnell. “If you own a 
Ihome and it is your prin- 
| ciple residence, one way to 
| protect your home’s asset 
] is to file a Homestead. The 
Homestead law also allows 
ithe filing of an Elderly 


Homestead application, 
defining elderly as a person 
who is 62 years of age or 
older. This protection can 
be increased if the elderly 
couple files jointly.” 

“One of the major changes 
under the 2011 Homestead 
Law passed by the Massa¬ 
chusetts Legislature is that 
a valid homestead cannot 
be terminated when refi¬ 
nancing a mortgage,” said 
O’Donnell. “Another clarifi¬ 
cation of the statute is that 
a Homestead can provide 
protections for a primary 
home kept in trust. Primary 
residence can also include 
a manufactured or mobile 
home.” 

It is important to note 
there are certain debts that 
are exempted from protec¬ 
tion under the Homestead 
Act, such as federal, state 
I 
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and local tax liens, as well as 
mortgages contracted for the 
purchase of a primary home 
and nursing home liens. 
Most other mortgages, debts 
and encumbrances exist¬ 
ing prior to the filing of the 
Declaration of Homestead, 
along with probate court 
executions for spousal and 
child support, are also not 
covered under the Home¬ 
stead protection statute. 

“Last year, there were 
approximately 12,500 
Homesteads filed at the 
Norfolk County Registry of 
Deeds in 2016, a 4 percent 
increase over the previous 
year,” said O’Donnell. 

Homestead recordings 
can be filed at the Registry 
of Deeds for a state imposed 
fee of $36. For informa¬ 
tion: norfolkdeeds.org;
